the idea .of locating a source of sup- 
ply Which will prove more satiKfac- 
ory for use in the city mains.

I hare been charged with wilfully defrauding the people of Voluala County by excesslrt mileage 


eeS'l wish to state, as I have stated before, thr.t this charge is absolutely false, as will be shown by the 
following extract from the report of the State Auditor, which report is on flle In the office of the Merit 
of the Circuit Court: 
, .- 
- 
' 


"Upon examination of the Sheriff's office, from the beginning of his present term, I flnd 


that the distance from the Court House to certain points within the county is greater by rail 
than by public road; that from time immemorial, mileage has been reckoned and charged for 
according to the railroad-mileage, while it is usual to travel the public road. In other cases I 
flnd that the distance traveled was actually greater than the mllegae charged for. It also 
appears from the records that the mileage charges to points above 
referred to were-also 


made by the former Sheriff, and that these charges have been customary for a number of 
years. In some cases where prisoners were brought from beyond the limits of the State, 
according to the opinions of the Attorney General upon the statute which governs in this 
matter, excessive charges have been made. 
In view of the above, I have carefully gone over the bills paid by the County for the period 


mentioned, charging the Sheriff with all overcharges, and giving him credit for all under- 
charges. A statement of amounts due was made to the Sheriff, which was paid as shown 
by County Treasurer's receipts, numbers, 641 642, and 645. The Sheriff stated at the begin- 
ning of my investigation, if he had made any errors in his charges, he would gladly repay 
the county any amounts found to be due, and upon presentation of the. statement the same 
was paid promptly. 
*tsj " 
Having verified by the records the fact that the charges made l>y the 
Sheriff in the 


matter of mileage to certain points, as above referred to. have been the customary charges 
of the office for a number of years including a period prior to his incumbency in office and 
in view of the fact that the undercharges were In about the same proportion as the over- 
charges, so far as the number of cases involved, and having examined carefully the rec- 
ords of all bills paid to the Sheriff by the County for the period mentioned, I am convinced 
that the Sheriff has not purposely charged any excessive fees, but that the errors in over- 
charges and undercharges were due to an interpretation of the laws governing the fees in 
such cases different from that placed upon them by this department." 


The foregoing has never been published or alluded to by any of my opponents. In making their 


charges against me, and 1 feel in justice to myself that the people of Volusia County should be ac- 
quainted with the true facts of the case.

As a matter of fact. I have sustained a fnancial loss, by reason of the 
interpretation put upon 


Chapter 5407 of the Laws of 1905. by the Attorney-General, as I haye expended money in going out of 
the State for prisoners, and the Attorney-General ruled that I was not entitled to expenses for so do- 


_ ing, and upon his ruling, I returned the money so drawn for expenses back to the County. The law 


reads as follows, and I leave'it to the fair minded people to 
decide the 
interpretation of 
the law. 


Read it: 
-

. ' 


"Be it enacted by the legislature of the State of Florida: 
"Section 1. That the sheriffs of the several counties of this state when required to go be- 
yond the limits of the state to bring back a prisoner charged with any offense (or who has 
been convicted of crime in this state, and has escaped) shall receive the sum of five cents 
per mile for the actual distance traveled and in addition thereto the actual necessary ex- 
pense paid out for and on account of returning the prisoner to the State of Florida." 


Without wishing to disparage in any way the opinion of the Attorney-General, I will state it Is 


the opinion of other Attorneys that the act above mentioned does permit the Sheriff to charge expenses 
outside the State, and that it was the intention of the Legislature that a Sheriff should be permitted 
to and receive expenses for going beyond the boundaries of the State of Florida, to bring back into 
the jurisdiction of the State, persons charged with crime. 


Under the Attorney-General's ruling, a person charged with crime, who gets out of the State of 


Florida, is safe from arrest unless the Sheri;f wishes to go and get him at Ills own expense, or unless 
there are persons sufficiently interested in his arreit to pay for the expenses of bringing him back.' 


I wish to assure you that the charges made against me are absolutely false in every way, and I 


believe that my record as a Marshal and as a Sheriff and the Auditor's 
report, will convince the 


fair minded voters of Volusia County of that. fact.

WATERMELONS AND VINES 


SHOULD BE SPRAYED. 


For tlio last several years rVvc 


h:iH boon considerable loss in wnV- 
melons when they arrived in tho iwr 
thorn markets. Quito a good rtt-ii of 
complaint has been "made again."! wa 
terna'ions on this account. There an 
two principal diseases affecting water 
melons in transit. One is known as 
anthracnose and the other as stem 
end rot. From experiments that havi; 
been conducted by Dr. W. A. Orton. 
of the bureau of plant industry. Wash- 
ington. D. C., it seems quite certain 
that this loss can be largely avoided 
by sprayings of 
bordeaux mixture. 


f>ne on the watermelon vines and the 
other on the melons. 


This spraying is regarded so im- 


portant by the buyers that they in- 
tend to pay a bonus of $20 a carload 
for melons received 
from sprayed 


lii'Idf. Thu lirst spraying should be 
made as soon as possible to catch the 
fungi that are likely to infest tiie 
leaves and vines. The second spray- 
ing should be made just a few daya 
before the crop is to be harvested, 
and should be directed to the fruit. 


Dean P. II. Rolfs of the University 


of Florida, college of agriculture calls 
attention to the fact that it is diffi- 
cult to obtain a sufficient amount of 
bluestone to make the bordeaux mix- 
ture. It is necessary therefore, that 
melon growers make arrangements 
at once with the houses supplying 
this material. The spot cash price 
for bluestone in New York, May 19. 
was 1SH cents, with no assurance 
that this price would continue long.

according to the opinions of the Attorney General upon the statute which governs in this 
matter, excessive charges have been made

In view of the abo\e, I have carefully gone over the bills paid by the Countv for the period 


mentioned charging the Sheriff with all overcharges and giving him credit for all under- 
charges A statement ol amounts due was made to the Sheriff, which was paid as shown 
by County Treasurer s receipts numbers 641 642 and 645 The Sheriff stated at the begin 
mng of my investigation if he had made am errors in his charges he would gladly repay 
the county any amounts found to be due, and upon presentation of the statement the same 
was paid promptly 
^l\ 
Having verified by the records the fact that the charges 
made 1>y the Sheriff in the 
matter of mileage to certain points, as above referred to have been the customary charges 
of the office for a number of years Including a period prior to his incumbency in office and 
in view of the fact that the undercharges were In about the same proportion as the over 
charges so far as the number of cases involved and having examined carefully the rec- 
ords of all bills paid to the Sheriff by the County for the period mentioned I am convinced 
that the Sheriff has not purposely charged anv excessive fees but thai the errors in over- 
charges and undercharges were due to an interpretation of the laws governing the fees in 
such cases different from that placed upon them by this department"

Be it enacted by the legislature of the State of Florida 


• Section 1 That the sheriffs of the several counties of this state when required to go be- 
yond the limits of the state to bring back a prisoner charged with any offense (or who has 
been convicted of crime in this state and has escaped) shall receive the sum of five cents 
per mile for the actual distance traveled and in addition thereto the actual necessary ex 
pense paid out for and on account of returning the prisoner to the State of Florida " 


Without wishing to disparage in any way the opinion of the Attornej General I will state It Is 


the opinion of other Attorneys that the act above mentioned does permit the Sheriff to charge expenses 
outside the State and that it was the intention of the Legislature that a Sheriff should be permitted 
to and receive expenses for going bevond the boundaries of the State ot Florida to bring back into 
the jurisdiction of the State persons charged with crime 
Under the Attornev General s ruling a person charged with criir-e who gets out of the State of 


Florida is safe from arrest unless the Shen f wishes to go and get him at his own expense or unless 
there are persons suffiuentlj interested in his orro t to pay for the expenses of bringing him back 


I wish to assure you that the charges made against me are absolutely false in every way and I 


believe that m> record as a Marshal and as a Sheriff and the Auditors report will convince the

WATERMELONS AND VINES 


SHOULD BE SPRAYED. 


For thn last several years r'lc.-c 


IIUH boon considerable loss in \vnv- 
melons when they arrived in tho nur 
thorn markets. Quito a good de-i1 o:' 
complaint has been made against \va 
termelons on this account. There an 
two principal diseases affecting water 
melons in transit. One ia known as 
anthracnose and the other as ctem 
end rot. From experiments that hav<i 
been conducted by Dr. W. A. Orton. 
of the bureau of plant industry. Wash- 
ington, D. C., it seems quite certain 
that this loss can be largely avoided 
by sprayings of 
bordeaux mixture, 


one on the watermelon vines and the 
other on the melons. 


This spraying is 
regarded so im- 


portant by the buyers that they in- 
tend to pay a bonus of $20 a carload 
for melons received 
from sprayed 


Holds. Tin.1 llrst spraying should be 
made as soon as possible to catch tha 
fungi that are likely to infest tiie 
leaves and vines. The second spray- 
ing should be made just a few daya 
before the crop is to be harvested, 
and should be directed to the fruit. 


Dean P. II. Rolfs of the University 


of Florida, college of agriculture calls 
attention to the fact that it is diffi- 
cult to obtain a sufficient amount of 
bluestone to make the bordeaux mix- 
ture. It is necessary therefore, that 
melon growers make arrangement* 
at once with the houses supplying 
this material. The spot cash price 
for bluestone in New York, May 19. 
was 1SH cents, with no assurance) 
that this price would continue long.
